The "MINUTEMEN" was organized in June, 1960„ Its 
present headquarters are Norborne, Missouri, and ROBERT B, 
DePUGH, Norhorne, Missouri, is the national coordinator. 
Statements by DePUGH and literature distributed by the 
organisation indicate its purposes to be the resistance and 
exposure of the spread of Communist influence within the 
United States j for the formation of guerilla or underground 
organization to combat the troops of any foreign powers which 
might eventually occupy this country; and resist passage of 
laws which would regulate private ownership of firearms. 

The Kansas City Star Newspaper, has on numerous 
occasions, carried various articles concerning DePUGH and 
the "MINUTEMEN" wherein it was stated that members of the 
organization participate in maneuvers utilizing guerilla 
tactics with machine guns, mortars, grenades and other 
firearms . 

On January 30, 1964, DePUGH stated the "MINUTEMEN" 
as an organization does not buy or store arms or ammunition. 
He said the individual members of the organization maintain 
arms and ammunition, which is their constitutional right.

It Was founded In 1949 by James H. Madole, who 
is in complete control of the Party. The Party's main 
function is distribution of the "National Renaissance 
Bulletin" on a bi-monthly basis and distribution of pro- 
Arab literature obtained from official Arab establishments 
in New York City. 


The source further stated that the headquarters 
for the NRP is located in the residence of James H. Madole 
at 10 West 90th Street, New York City. -

The Un-American Activities Committee of the United 
States House of Representatives in a Preliminary Report 
dated December IT, 1954, stated that NRP activity and 
propaganda are clearly subversive and un-American.

OBJECTIVES, POLICIES AND PROGRAMS OF THE 
MINUTEMEN ORGANIZATION 


: ■ • It has been said that most battles are won by unsung 
heroes. Some general or some politician may take the credit - 
but; the turn of the battle usually hinges on the special cour- 
age or stubborn persistence of some lone individual. 

It may be a single rifleman that makes a dash for the 
enemy position thus giving his fellow soldiers the courage to 
follow. It may be a lone machine gunner who holds the line 
while all around him others scurry in retreat. It may be one 
intelligence analyst thousands of miles away who works at her 
desk : an hour longer than her job requires and in so doing 
discovers some vital piece of information that turns the tide* 

The Minutemen have won.many : little battles. Most of 
them are of such a nature that we can't claim credit or even 
admit to knowing: about them. Nearly all these victories have 
been the work of, some one individual. 

While other members quarrel over minor differences of 
opinion or complain that their correspondence isn't answered 
fast enough, our unsung heroes have looked about to see what 
they could do themselves to help win the fight for freedom. ‘ 
Perhaps they could cultivate the personal friendship of some 
government official. Perhaps they could increase their own 
recruiting efforts or launch a local propaganda campaign. 
Perhaps they could spend an hour a day collecting intelligence 
data*, It has. been just such actions as these that have opened 
the door for our many little victories — and a. few that were 
not so little . / 

■’■y Our . unsung heroes did not join the Minutemen just so they 
could belong to another organization. Theyf wanted to help in 
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a coordinated battis against the enemies of freedom, xney 
that for their individual, effort to be of lasting value it must 
bemadded in with thetf^k of many others to build^^prmanent 
' organization and ach^^^ permanent objectives. 

For these reasons its important for- all our members to 
clearly know what these objectives are and how we expect to 
achieve them. Exactly what is it that we want to do and how do 
we hope to do it? 

This is the information that helps our separate members 
persist at their often routine and thankless jobs which may not 
seem important alone but which combine to give our organization 
strength and continuity.

Our recruiting literature refers to the Minutemen as "An 
organization of loyal Americans dedicated to the defense of both 
national and individual freedom" . 

This states our long range objectives very simply — 

V "national and individual freedom". We will use any means at 
our disposal to defend our nation against invasion or conquest 
by any foreign power. If such an invasion should occur we 
would expect to offer the services of our units as auxiliar- 
ies to the regular armed forces. 

! At. the same time we will defend our individual freedom 

from usurpation by authoritarian forces, that may develop with- 
in our government bureaucracy. * 

We realize that a military invasion is not the only means 
; by which our nation can be conquered. Our legitimate govern- 
ment can be destroyed by infiltration and subversion just as 
surely as by atomic bombs. 

I : ; After five years of study it now seems to us that the 

! . j threat, of infiltration exceeds the dangers of atomic war. If 
t I we seem critical of our government officials it is largely due 
| ; to their determined failure to deal with the threat of commu- 
nist ; ; subversion effectively.

The building of this resistance movement thus becomes our

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•' As an organiz^jton our day-to-day objective^ginclude the 
recruiting of patri^p individuals, providing n^^ation and 
coordination, developing the necessary de par tine n^Rif intelli- 
gence, security, propaganda, etc., the preparation of training 
material, the selection and training of good leaders. /_ 

As individual members we help support our organization- 
al objectives by helping to achieve these immediate goals. 

Any time that we impede these daily working objectives we are • 
delaying by just that much the day when our organization can 
become fully effective. 

• When the Minutemen were first organized, none of the or- 
iginal founders had ever belonged to any other conservative 
organization. Surprising as it may seem now, none of us had 
even subscribed to even one of the well known conservative pub- 
lications such as the Dan Smoot Report, American Opinion, 

Human Events, etc. From our own observations of the political 
and social environment we decided that an organization such as 
the Minutemen was badly needed. 

At that time we set down ten basic objectives for the 
organization. Although all ten still seem useful, five years 
experience has convinced us that they vary considerably as 
to how important or how practical they may be.

/This remains one of the most important objectives of the 
Minutemen organization. If anything, it seems even more im- 
portant now.

During the last five years the Defense Department of our 
federal government has closed more than 850 separate military 
installations. Comparatively few new weapons have been manu- 
factured. for our Armed Forces . No really new weapons system 
has been; even approved for production during the past three 
years. Even the older military supplies (such as have not al- 
ready been given to our enemies) are being used, up and not re- 
placed. The Defense Department has refused to buy needed 
bombers even after congress provided money for this specific 
purpose. ' 

All our traditional defenses — from the Armed Forces to 
our ;iocal police departments are being placed under great han- 
dicaps. 'High army officers that protest these trends. are cen- 
sored, ; silenced or transferred to unimportant posts. Local law 
enforcement agencies ate being undermined or subverted by sub- 
tle left-wing influences. . 

.' '‘ Personal defense and survival is more important now 
than ever before. To be most effective such preparations 
must be both secret and flexible. We must be prepared to 
fight any kind of war, military or psychological, and any 
kind of enemy, external or internal. 
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ENCE AND PROPAGANDA WITHIN OUR OWN NATIONAL BOUNDARIES. 


This too, is M^rthy project but it took MBears to 
realize how great a task this would be. The lef^^^beral con- 
trol of our nation's news media is virtually complete. It is 
. almost impossible for a patriotic organization to receive fav-- 
orable comment in the nation's newspapers, on radio or tele- . 
vision. . It is virtually impossible for the American people to 
learn the truth about national and world affairs from such 
sources. . * 

When conservatives try to use these means of reaching the 
bulk of the American population, its like trying to use a mimeo- 
graph machine to compete with the New York Times. All the money 
. and resources' of all the patriotic organizations put together 
. and multiplied 50 times over, could not compete with the mass 
news media in trying to "wake people up" as so many try to do. 
Common sense dictates that we must set more realistic goals. 

Propaganda can only be resisted by counter -propaganda. 

In its practical uses by the Minutemen, propaganda can serve 
to (a) keep up morale of our own members, (b) serve as a pre- 
liminary step to recruiting, (c) plant misinformation among 
the enemy, and (d) improve the prestige of our own organiza- 
tion among other conservatives. 

i These are practical and obtainable goals . They are the 
. standing objectives of our Psychological Warfare Department. 

3. TO INVESTIGATE BY MEANS OF OUR OWN SECRET MEMBERSHIP, 

: THE POSSIBLE . INFILTRATION OF COMMUNIST SYMPATHIZERS INTO 

' AMERICAN ORGANIZATIONS OF GOVERNMENT, BUSINESS, LABOR, RELIGION, 
EDUCATION, ETC. 

! ' In a conventional war it is easy to know your enemy be- 

:■ cause his uniform is different than yours. Such is not the 
: case in the insidious war of infiltration and subversion now 
being waged ^against us by the enemies of freedom. It is no 
: ' exaggeration to say that, a trained communist assassin may work 
1 beside you on the same job or even pretend to be your best friend 
.As an actual example, one woman of our acquaintance lived for 
: more than four years as a next door neighbor to the top commu- 
nist in her state without ever realizing who he was. 

. Both for the protection of our own members and to improve

4. . TO DETECT AND EXPOSE. WASTE, CORRUPTION OR DISLOYALTY 
IN ANY AMERICAN ENTERPRISE OR ACTIVITY THAT MIGHT SUBVERT THE 

\ DEFENSE EFFORT. , 

To detect waste and corruption is easy because it abounds 
i everywhere. To expose it is also easy — just ■ write a letter to 
! your congressman or to your newspaper. To have something done 
about it is almost impossible. . 

/ The word, sabotage, means to destroy- or damage the enemies 
. physical ability to wage war. One of the new communist concepts 
that, is being widely used against our nation is known as "policy 
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sabotage if . With thus system tnuy ■ inij.-xudi.y - uilh uyuuuu ■iij-u 
government positions where they can alter policies^ in such a 
manner as to hampe^Hfcp defense effort* This is^Mt only more 
effective than old-^Mffhioned sabotage but it cai^Hr done without 
alerting the general population to the threat that faces them. 

Secretary of Defense , Robert McNamara, has eliminated .more 
than 800 separate military installations by, simply signing , his 
name a few tidies. It would have taken hundreds of skilled sa- 
boteurs to have done this same thing with fire and explosives. 

If the installations had been destroyed by old-fashioned sabo-/ 
tage, the people would be so aroused that they would demand 
immediate action against those responsible. In any event if the 
installation had been destroyed by explosives they could be 
rebuilt. Destroyed as they were by the Secretary of Defense 
himself they will probably never be rebuilt. and the American 
public sleeps blissfully on. 

Finding an effective answer to this problem is beyond the 
ability of any single individual. Unfortunately, it is also 
beyond the scope of our own organization at this time. The 
answer to this problem, like many others, must wait until we 
have built a . sufficiently large organization of skilled and 
dedicated people having sufficient influence to help rid our 
government of subversive or incompetent bureaucrats. 

'5. TO RESIST BY ALL LEGAL MEANS THE PASSAGE OF LAWS 
WHICH REGULATE THE PRIVATE OWNERSHIP OF FIREARMS OR WHICH 
DETRACT FROM THE INDIVIDUAL'S ABILITY TO DEFEND HIS OWN FAMILY 
AND PERSONAL PROPERTY. 

The National Rifle Association, many independent gun clubs 
and several gun magazines are doing all they can to protect the 
citizen's rights under the Second Amendment. Unfortunately, 
these people also. lack the support of the mass news media which 
is necessary. to reach the general public. Even if the. Minute- 
men organization were to devote its entire effort to this 
problem we would add little to what is already being done. 

Front time, to time our members have engaged in poster 'cam- 
paigns and similar advertising against . restrictive gun legisla- 
tion. This has been done sincerely with hopes that it might 
awaken a few more citizens to this danger. For the most part, 
however, the principal benefit of these campaigns has been to 
assist our organizational recruiting efforts among those who . 
are already aware of this problem. 

Perhaps our individual members can-best work against fire- 
arms legislation by becoming personally acquainted with their 
own , congressman and bringing the facts before him in the most 
reasonable and logical manner possible. - 

‘ 6. ! TO PROMOTE KNOWLEDGE AND SKILL IN THE . USE. OF ARMS BY . 

OUR MEMBERS. AND- BY THE GENERAL PUBLIC. 

1 ■ The preservation of individual freedom ultimately falls to 
the individual himself. In times like these every American of 
sufficient age, both men and women, should have a good gun and 
know how to use it. 

With increased attention to such fields as intelligence, 
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espionage, and psychological warfare our organizational liter- 
ature-, has of late necdgcted this important phase of- d efense. 

As” our organization M/s we are including an evo^^peater 
number of members wh^^ave not had a previous op^^Runity to 
become proficient in the use of firearms. It is to be hoped 
that our. more skilled members will take time and have the 
opportunity to instruct those less experienced than themselves. 

7. TO- FORM IN ADVANCE OF ACTUAL NEED A SECRET UNDERGROUND 
ORGANIZATION EQUIPPED TO SPY UPON, HARASS AND DESTROY TROOPS OF

This is the most important objective of all. The forma- 
tion of an underground resistance movement is our primary goal. 

To this end all of the other nine objectives contribute. 

The type of underground army that we are now building is 
considerably different from that which we envisioned five years 
ago. No matter how skilled or courageous they may be, mere bands 
of armed guerrillas could do little against the tactics of our 
enemies ; - 

We must develop a complete resistance movement including 
front organizations, transmission belts, leadership cadres and 
; secret underground organizations. The weapons and techniques 
of this resistance movement must be highly sophisticated. Our 
menbers must be dedicated and self-disciplinedi . The policies 
■ . of our organization must be flexible and easily adapted to 
changing conditions. 

Our members must- be sufficiently loyal that we can sur- * 
prise our enemies by sudden changes in policy without having 
to first: explain and justify these changes to our own members.

: As communism has become international the forces resist-

anti-cpmmunists of different nations each fighting their own 
: : battles and paying little attention to the battles of other 
freedom loving people elsewhere in the world. As one move to

The best way that we can help the people of other coun- ’ 
tries that are occupied by communism is to prevent the same 
thing from happening here. . 

10. TO PURSUE THESE PROGRAMS AS PRIVATE CITIZENS MOTIVATED 
ONLY BY PATRIOTISM AND TO REMAIN ENTIRELY FREE OF GOVERNMENT 
SUBSIDIES OR CONTROL. 

So far, at least, we have not found it necessary to re- 
fuse any offers of money or assistance from the United States 
government. 

. The principle still holds true. Anti-communist organiza- 
tions in Cuba and many other countries have learned that it is 
a death sentence to accept financial assistance from any agency 
of the U.S. Government. There are always strings attached to 
such assistance. The members of such organizations have had 
pro-communist leaders appointed over them and have been be- 
trayed at the first opportunity. ' 

If the American people are going to remain free, they 
must pay the price themselves. 

There is nothing fair about it for so few people to give 
so .much for the benefit of their fellow citizens too selfish 
or too ignorant to help themselves. Perhaps, however, this is 
the way things were meant to be. One of our nation's founding 
fathers said, "For the tree of freedom to remain alive it must 
be nourished from time to time with the blood of patriots".

Landry, National Chairman of ACT (incited Chicago riots)..

like a bunch of gir^J^outs. 

Although the announced purpose of CIPA is ^Ktical 
the ominous phrase, "next summer" was repeated like a? drum 
beat through the hate filled auditorium. 

Johnson's propaganda for the "Great Society" reminds 
us of Kennedy's great propaganda drive for the "Alliance for 
Progress". Though largely forgotten by the American public 
it is instructive to note how little progress has come out of 
the alliance. 

. So far, about three billion dollars of American tax 
money has been spent in Latin America under this* program. 

South American observers say there is very little to show 
for it in the way of. material gain. 

While our own government goes further in debt, half a 
billion dollars has been spent to pay off the government 
debts of various .South American countries. While our gold 
reserves diminish billions more have been spent to correct 
the balance of trade for other nations. While our dollar 
declines in value millions have been spent to stabilize the 
government currency of other Latin American countries. 

: The. United States Information Agency is furnished money 

by * congress with a specific provision* that its propaganda out- 
put is to be directed toward people outside the United States. 

: 1 We have now learned that USIA has illegally subsidized - 
the American printing and distribution of a book called, The 
Strategy of Deception, edited by Jeane J. Kirkpatrick and 
published by Noonday Press ,19 Union Square West, New York. 

This book, which purports to be a study of world wide 
communist . tactics , would appear to us as subtle pro-communist 
propaganda. 

■ ' We also. know that other books for consumption by the 
American people have been illegally subsidized by the USIA 
but have not yet been able to identify them. 

Massachusetts Institute of Technology researchers have 
just completed a study on DOD procurement procedures. In a 
25-page report (Marketing and Engineering Strategies for 
Winning R&D Contracts), they say bluntly that, the supposedly 
competitive, procedures the Pentagon uses to award contracts 
are "phoney." The report found that Secretary of Defense, 
McNamara Vs "bureaucratic regulations are only used to com- 
pile the stacks of figures and charts that justify decisions 
on' defense contracts reached in advance. In fact, the Pen- 
tagon's technical experts and their calculating machines have 
been: ignored when they do not come up with the politically - 
desired so-called 'facts'." According to the MIT researchers, 
most firms have won their contracts even before DOD issues 
the formal RFP. Reason given is that officials of favored 
companies are able to project the image of technical com- V 
petence through their personal contacts with technical 
personnel at the Pentagon. Thus, DOD's soliciting bids from 
numerous firms on a project isn't only wasteful but basically 
fraudulent. There is no genuine competition. 
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The first issue of "COMMANDER", a new newsletter for 
leaders and prospective leaders within the Minutemen organiza- 
tion is being printed this month.

| the problems of leadership responsibility and development.
